Why They Will Not Be Issued Under 
This Administration. 


A QUESTION OF RATE OF INTEREST 


Over Which President Harrison Is 
Said to Be Sore. 


THAT BILL OF SENATOR SHERMAN'S 


Was Prepared After Conference with 


Next-Secretary Carlisie—The Exact 
Situation in the Bond Matter. 


Washington, February 14.—(Special.)— 
There will be no bonds issued by this ad- 
ministration: This has now become a set- 
tled fact. President Harrison has refused 
to give his consent to the issuance of bonds. 
He does not believe a panie is imminent and 
that is the contingency in which he wonld 
give his consent to a bond issue. He holds 
that there is no reason why the so-called 
hundred million dollar gold reserve cannot 
be used to redeem legal tender notes, as 
that is the purpose for which it is insti- 
tuted. 

Aside from the president’s refusal to 
sanction a bond issue, it is extremely doubt- 
ful if bonds can be issued under any law 
now in force. Even if they could be, the 
lowest rate of interest mentioned in the 
law is 4 per cent on bonds running forty 
years. Realizing these difficulties, Seerc- 
tary Foster and Senator Sherman called 
Senator Carlisle in consultation. They all 
agreed that 4 per cent was too high a rate 
for the United States to pay for money. 
Among them they drew up a bill authoriz- 
ing fire secretary of the treasury to issue 
bonds bearing 3 per cent interest or less 
and redeemable at the pleasure of the gov- 
ernment at any time aXer five years. This 
proposition Mr. Sherman introduced in the 
senate last Safurday as an amendment 
he proposed to offer to any appropriation 
bill. This plan will insure its enactment 
at this session of congress. Under it the 
secretary of the treasury can take legal 
and promptly such steps as may be necessa- 
ry at any time to preserve the credit of the 
government and keep up the gold supply 
of the treasury. Mr. Carliste, who will 
succeed Mr. Foster in the kreasury, know- 
ing the situation and having assisted in de- 
vising this method to avert a crisis, will 
be prepared to exercise his authority under 
this Sherman amendment and issue bonds. 

There is no doubt of his being compelled 
tos issue them very soon, in fact, immediate- 
ly after he fssumes the office of secretary. 
xcept the hundred million reserve, we are 
out of gold and must have it. The only 
way to securé a supply on short notice is 
by issuing bonds. That they would be 
speedily taken at par is shown by the eag- 
ernesa of the New York’ bankers to have 
Foster issue $50,000,000 or $100,000,000 


of 4 per cents. They did not say anything 


about the rate of interest, but as that is 
the lowest rate mentioned in the act of 
1878. of course that is the rate they wanted: 
and hoped to get. If they could cet $50,- 
000,000 of 4 per cents at par they would 
make $5,000,000 or $6,000,000 by the op- 
eration. That would not be bad even for 
the patrictic bankers of New York. 

It would, however, be rough on Presi- 
dent Harrison, who about a year and a 
half ago, when the refunding of 4 per cent 
bonds at 2 per cent was progressing stead- 
fly, stopped the operation and insisted that 
the rate should be reduced to 17-8. The 
bondholders refused to accept this and pre- 
eented their holdings for redeniption.. This 
took out of the treasury a little more than 
$25,000,000 in gold. But for this proceed- 
ing on Harrison's part there would be no 
talk of bonds now. The contrast between 
2 and 4 per cent makes the administration 
very sore. 

That's one reason why there will be no 
bonds issued until after March th.

HAWAIl ANNEXATION TREATY. 


It Was Not Sent in Les torday— Another Con- 
ference. 


Washington, February 14.—The Hawaiian 
annexation commissioners paid a brief 
visit to the secretary of state this morning. 
They. were with Air. Foster about fifteen 
minutes. Nothing of importance was trans- 
acted.- It is understood the commissioners 
are anxious that the annexation treaty should 
not be sent to congress toda, their reason 
being that its text or substance might be- 
come public before the sailing of the steamer 
from San Francisco tomorrow for Honolulu, 
and might thus be received by the Hawaiian 
people in incorrect form. 1e commission- 
ers wish to take the treaty to Honolulu 
themselves .so that they may be on the 
ground to defend its provisious and to as- 
sist in its adoption by the new government. 


‘Their fears that it would go to congress 


today, however, were set at rest by informa- 
tion imparted to them officially that the 
treaty would not be transmitted before 
- sailing of the steamer from San Fran- 
elsco. 


Minister Stevens Commended. 


Secretary Foster this afternoon telegraph- 
ed to Minister Stevens, at Honolulu, appro- 
val of his action in aftihuatively responding 
to the reyuest of the provisional government 
of Hawaii for the establishment of a pro- 
tectorate over the islands, pending negoti- 
ations for the annexation of the islands to 
the United States. Instructions for the 
guidunce of his future actions were also 
included in the telegram. 

These instructions will leave San Francis- 
co for Honolulu tomorrow by the steamer 
Australia of the local line between these 
points. The steamer’ China, of the Pacific 
Mail line, left San Francisco today, and 
will stop en route at Honolulu. 

After their interview with Secretary Fos- 
ter this morning the Hawaiian commission- 
ers inspected the city from the top of Wash- 
ington monument, and Jater visited the 
navy yard and witnessed the work of as- 
sembling the big guns going on there. 

Aboutthe Treaty. 


It is the understanding today that the 
treaty providing for the annexation of the 
Hawaiian islands to the United States, 
which has been negotiated by the commiis- 
sioners now in the city and Secretary of 
State Foster, will be sent to the senate 
tommorrow, although it is not beyond a pos- 
sibility that its transmission may be de- 
layed. The treaty, it is said, is not a very 
long document covers the subject mat- 
ter only s0 far as is hecessary to secure 
the objest sought with aos little delay as 
possible. Well infermed authority says 
that the treaty contains a provision for its 
reference to the provisional government of 
Hawaii, and after its ratification by 
the United States, if it should 
be ratified by that body, to be 
returned to this country with 
the approval of the Hawaiian government 
within two months after its arrival in 
Honolulu. Then, upon the return of the 
treaty,.with the approval of the Hawaiian 
government, if congress should be in ses- 
sion, or as soon thereafter as congress con- 
venes, the legislation necessary to provide 
a form of government for the new territory 
and to carry out the financial obligation im- 

osed by the treaty will be initiated. It is 
urther said that the treaty contains no 
reference to the sugar bounty at all. It 
will be transmitted to the. senate, accom- 
panied by a message from the president, 
which, it is said, will cover the historie 
features of the annexation movement from 
the beginning to the end fifty years ago, 
and makes a strong argument in favor of 
annexation. 


TO PREVENT CLASH OF AUTHORITY. 


Regulating Service on Railroads Where Re- 
ceivers Are Appointed by Federal Courts. 
Washington, February 14.—The unusual 

number of railroad properties in the south 

in the hands of receivers has made addi- 
tional legislation necessary as respects 
service in suits against these companies, 
and today the house judiciary committee or- 
dered a favorable report on the bill intro- 
duced by Mr. Turner, of Georgia, to cure 

defects in the judiciary act of August 13, 

1888. By this act suits were authorized to 

be brought in certain cases in state courts 

against receivers appointed by United States 
courts. By the procedure of most states, 
service may be made on railroad companies 
through their local agent in-place of a suit, 

It is now necessary, however, where roads 

are in the hands of United States court 

receivers to serve process in suits on re- 
ceivers. The Dill ted to be reported 
today permits service on local agents where 
the roads are in charge of federal receivers 
just the same as might be done if the road 
were solvent and not in charge of court 
officers. The bill further provides that final 
judgments rende against receivers by 
state’ courts shall be conclusive of the 
amount and validity of the claim sued on, 
but no execution thereon shall be issued 
and tae judgment shall be subject to the 
general equity jurisdiction of the court 

which the receiver was appointed.

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BALFOUR'S SPEECH 


Against Gladstone's Bill for Irish Sell. 
Government. 


OPPOSES EVERY SECHON OF I 


Says It Would Cause a Dissolution of 
the Union, 


AND RUIN THE UNITED KINGDOM 


He Comp'ains That Thera Is No Provision 
Made ior the Ulsterites—Reriews 
Gladstone’s Previous Record. 


London, February 14.—In the house of 
commons today Mr. Balfour, conservative 
leader, asked Mr. Gladstone whether, 
under the prov.sious of the home rule bill, 
contributions frum the imperial exchequer 
for local purposes in Ireland would be con- 
tinued, and, if they were not, then he de- 
sired to ask waat security British tax- 
payers would have for advances under the 
land purchase act. 

Mr. Gladstone replied that contributions 
from the imperial exchequer for Irish local 
purposes would ceuse, and the bill creates 
the first charge on the Irish consolidated 
fund in favor of the British exchequer for 
re-payment under the laud purchase act. 
It further provides a summary method to 
recover from the’arish exchequer, without 
the direct intervention of Irish authority, 
any sums due to the British exchequer. 

Lord George Hamilton asked Mr. Glad- 
stone when he proposed to introduce a bill 
dealing with Irisn land tenure. Mr. Glad- 
stone declined to commit the government 
to any pledge to introduce a land bill. He 
said the gover iment did not intend to run 
a land bill alongside of the home rule bill. 
The administration of land laws would 
in the meantime follow the usual course in 
the hands of the local authorities. 

Mr. Balfour theu rose amid loud union- 
ist cheers and began his reply to Glad- 
stone’s speech of last evening. He said: 

The house, first of all, has the right to 
inquire why is any bill, good or bad, re- 
quired. This is a question which the prime 
minister has tried to answer on two for- 
mer occasions—one in 1886 and again last 
evening. Seven years ago he laid the 
whole strength of his argument upon the 
absence of social order from Ireland. He 
told the house then that juries in Ireland 


could not be trusted to do their duty, and 


that evictions, just or unjust, were looked 
on with suspicion by the agrarian popula- 
tion. The whole tendency of his argument 
was to show that. the alternative before the 
house was home rule or drastic coercion, 
Seven years have now elapsed.

The Trouble in Ireland. 

"By universal admission there are two 
causes of trouble in Ireland—one the agra- 
rian condition of the country, the other the 
fact that it is possible, owing to the unhappy 
history of the land question, for persons 
with a political object to serve, to arouse 
criminal agitation thronghout Ireland. I 
do not care which of these alternatives is 
chosen. Whichever is chosen, it does not 
point to the necessity of home rule, but 
rather to the impossibility of its adoption. 
If the prime minister takes the view that 
the condition of the agrarian question is 
really a block in the way of social order in 
Ireland, how can he possibly expect the dif- 
ficulty to be put out of the way by the action 
of an Irish parliament unless we are pre- 
pared to see the agrarian question settled 
by the destruction of the unpopular minor- 
ity who possess the land. If agrarian 
troubles were the only real trouble, how 
could it be settled otherwise than by the 
imperial parliament? It is criminal to at- 
tempt to set up in Ireland a legislature 
practically independent of the imperial par- 
liament. 

The government knows,“ be said, that 
Ulster landlords in Ireland are opposed to 
this scheme. The landlords know who their 
masters will be if the scheme be carried into 
effect. These masters have never hidden 
what their intentions are. The disloyal

Is Recalled by the Decision of the Supreme 
Court in His Case. 


Carrollton, Ga., February 14.—(Special.) 
News of the uffirmation by the supreme 
court of Georgia of the decision of Judge 
S. W. Harris in Carroll superior court of 
the case of W. J. Hill for murder, reached 
here this morning and caused much com- 
ment. Hill was convicted of murder at 
the April term, 1891. The case was car- 
ried to the supreme court after a new 
trial was refused by Judge Harris in the 
superior court and Bill Hill will go to the 
penitentiary for ninety-nine years. 

It was on a gloomy Sunday, 26th of 
March, 1891, that Bill Hill and John and 
Byrd Perkins were off in the woods eight 
miles west of Carrollton playing seven 
up.” Hill is a man forty years old and 
will weigh 200 pounds. John and Byrd 
Perkins had not reached their majority, 
John being only seventeen years old. It 
seems that the boys beat Hill in the game 
and a row was the result, in which Byrd 
was cut horribly, from which he died on 
the spot and John was severely cut. 

Hill took to his heels, but Sheriff Jim 
Hewitt caught him next morning about 
daylight. { 

Hill takes his sentence cheerfully, but 
says the boys were trying to~kill him and 
hence claims justification. He will “go 
round the mountain” in a few days, where 
fie will do hard labor the remainder of his 
natural life.

A New Populist Senator.

William Vincent Allen is one of the strongest 
men in the populists’ ranks in the west. His 
antecedents are old time abolitionists. Until 
two years ago he was in perfect harmony 
with the rank and file of the republican 
party. He was frequently a member of the 
state conventions, but was always identified 
with the anti-monopoly wing. He is a promi- 
nent Grand Army of the Republic man and 
has held the office of senior vice commander. 
He was born January 28, 1847, at Midway, 
Madison county, Ohio, and was a son of a 
Methodist minister who died when he was but 
ten months old, leaving the family in moderate 
circumstances. He was educated in the com- 
mon schools, and when about fourteen years 
old attended a few terms of the Upper Iowa 
university at West Union, Ia. When not 
quite fourteen he enlisted in the Fotrteenth 
Iowa, but was rejected on account of his age 
and sent home from Davenport. In 1862 he 
agnin enlisted in Company G,. Thirty-second 
Iowa, and served as a private until the close 
of the war, participating in something like 
twenty battles and skirmishes. When he re- 
turned he read law at West Union and was 
admitted to practice in May, 1869. In the fall 
of 1891 he was elected judge of the ninth 
district of Nebraska by populist votes, though 
prior to that he had never acted with them. 
He is six feet three inches tall and weighs 
250 pounds, is a fine-looking man, and readily 
makes friends wherever he goes.

1 poiut to my career in the past with pride 
and honor, Although at this time my sfor- 
tunes in business ve placed me in a very 
humiliating position, still at the same time, | 
shall never remain n the embarrassing posi- 
tion which I am placed. I was raised in At- 
lanta and expect to live here all my life. ‘There 
is no power on earth that could force me to 
leave, unless I was taken off bodily by main 
force. Outside of my business embarassments 
there is no demand that can be made on me 
which I am not able to meet; but when a 
combination is made to push me to the wall, 

grow rebellious. My only request for the 
future is that I may be allowed by my Su- 
preme Judge, who will pass sentence on me 
some day, to permit me to check against my 
heaith account in future as he has in the past.

She 
was carried to pclce headquarters where 
she was held uatil she was able to give the 
required bond. lt was also during the 
early summer, and while Mrs. Dorre was 
out of the city tor a few days that her res- 
taurant was viosed up and all of her prop- 
erty sold under au order from the court of 
Judge Fisher.

The petitioner claims that she bought of 
the company what was known as “rice 
beer,” a pleasant and unintoxicating bev- 
erage. Instead of that, however, they sold 
her a fiery stimulant that was caleulated 
to intoxicate. They labeled it “rice beer,” 
and from tha cutward appearance of the 
bottle it was the genuine article. The re- 
sult was that it was purchased by men 
who realized the ctrength of the beer and 
who came to the restaurant to buy it. They 
were guilty of disorderly conduct and con- 
verted her quiet establishment into the 
gatherning place of a rowdy and very in 
temperate element, 

She was innocent of any intention to 
violate the law, and purchased the article 
with the understarding that it was a mild 
and inoffensive drink. Her reputation had 
been greatly injured and her little estab- 
lishment which she had managed to oper- 
ate for a number of years as a help to her 
husband, who was a deserving and ener- 
getic man, had been completely destroyed. 

For that reason she thought the company 
was due her the sum of $5,000 as repara- 
tion for che damage which they had 
wrought to her nane and credit. 

An Old Lady Bring- a Suit. 

A very pathetic damage suit was filed 
by an old lady, who averred in her decla- 
ration that she was sixty-five years of age. 

The petition states that during the month 
of November the plaintiff, Mary J. How- 
ell, was a passenger the Soldiers’ Home 
dummy line. She gave the conductor her 
fare and requested him to put her off at 
Pearl street. 

This he very reedily agreed to do, and 
the engine moved on. After a while the 
conductor came to the place where she sat 
and said to her: ' 

“This is Pearl street, the place where 
you want to get off.” She immediately 
arose from the sea“, and with the help of 
the conductor, she left the car. 

It was late in th> evening and the shades 
of twilight were rapidly gathering. | She 
could hardly see her hands in front of ner, 
but groping as best she could in the uncer- 
tain darkness, she at last succeeded in gain- 
ing the opposite side of the street. As soon 
as she was able to observe her surround- 
ings, she perceived that the conductor had 
put her off at the wrong place and there 
was not a familiar object in sight. 

at was she to do? 

That was the question that agitated the 
old lady, as the terrors of the dark, arose 
in phantom figures before her eyes. It was 
growing darker every minute and yet there 
was no one m sight and not a single clue 
as to her whereabouts. The idea occurred 
to her that the only thing she could do was 
to keep the track in sight and to move 
along in the way she had come. This she 
proceeded to do without delay, and summon- 
ing all of her courage to her assistance 
she started out blindly in the dark. 

She fell into several ditches along the 
way and bruised herself in many places. 
After she had thus made her way under 
difficulties. for quite a distance she began to 
recognize her surroundings and to see that 
she was coming into the neighborhood of her 
home. ‘ 

At last she arrived at Pearl street and 
found that her daughter, becoming alarmed 
at her delay, had started out with her little 
grandchild to meet her. From the effects 
of the exposnre to the night air, the long 
distance which she had to walk and the 
several injuries that she received, her suf- 
fering had been very great and she thought 
—— entitled to damages from the rail 
road. 

The amount of the suit as brought hy 
her attorney was for $10,000, and that ghe 
considers the proper amount as reparafion 
for her injuries.

A large number of divorce suits were filed 
in the clerk’s oftice during the day.

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A Petition to Dispose of the Confederate 
Veterans’ Home, 


THE PAPERS WERE FILED YESTERDAY 


And Judge Marshall Clarke Will Take the 
Matter in Hand-—A Talk with 
Captain W. D. Ellis. 


— ** 


Yesterday a bill was fil€T by a number of 
subscribers to the fund for building a home 
for needy and Fependent ex-confederate 
soldiers against the corporation known as 
the Confederate Soldiers’ Home of Geor- 
gia,” and\the trustees of that institution. 

The bill is filed by some of the subscrib- 
ers who act for Tiémselves and such other 
subscribers as may desire to join with 
them. 

It is alleged that about $45,000 was sub- 
scribed and about $36,000 collected, and 
that the balance of the subscriptions are 
Wncofiected and worthless; that a valuable 
tract of land near the city of Atlanta was 
purehased af a cost of About $9,000, and 
that buildings anf ffuprovements were 
erected thereon at a cost of about $28,000; 
that the entire fund available has been 
exhausted and that-a™febt of about $1,000 
for insurance and guarding the property has 
been incurred. wg 

The bill further alleges that the trustees 
have made two distinct efforts to obtain 
aid from two separate and distinct general 
assemblies, the property having been offered 
to the state for the purpose named and at 
the end of a given period to belong absolute- 
ly to the state. All efforts in this direction 
having failed. and two legislatures having 
positively declined to aid the home and ac- 
cept the property, the trustees have des- 
paired of ever obtaining any help from 
the state and are now powerless to do any- 
thing more. 

The bill alleges that the property is worth 
$100,000 and more, but under the provisions 
of the charter N cannot be sd or encum- 
bered or used in any way except as a home 
for ex-confederates. 

The bill alleges that the cardinal purpose 
of the subscribers was to give aid and 
comfort to needy ex-confederates, and that 
the end desired can reasonably be accom- 
plished in other ways. The attempt to 
provide a home, such as has been erected, 

aving failed by reason of the state’s re- 
fusal to provide a support for it. 

It is stated further that a sale of the 
presser shoud be had and a cheaper place 

ouglit here or in some other county and 
the Balance of tie proceeds be devoted 
to its maintenance, or some other reasona- 
ble disposition made of fie proceeds, and if 
no better method is shown to the court 
that the proceeds of the sale be divided by 
the trustees among the most needy and de- 
serving. l 

Tho bill Prays that the home as a corpora- 
‘in and fhe trusteeS may be required to 
answer the bill and for all relief and di- 
rection necessary or proper in the premises. 

It is stated in the bill that its object and 
purpose is to bring the subject and the prop- 
erty before the eourts in order that some 
decree may be made under which the trus- 
tees may go on and use the property or its 
proceeds in the best way possible for carry- 
ing out the intent and purpose of the sub- 
subscribers in the care and support of those 
old soldiers, who, by age, disease and wounds 
are unable to take care of themselves. 

Colonel John Milledge and Mr. Burton 
3 appear as attorneys in filing this 
il. 


Captaian Ellis Talks. 


On being requested to state how the bill 
came to be filed against the corporation aud 
the trustees, Captain Ellis said: 

„ found that if we, as trustees, petitioned 
the court fer leave to sell or change the 
investment we would not be able to make 
proper parties before the court, and if we 
attempted to file a bill we would be com- 
pelled to make the subscribers parties and 
as some of them are dead: some non-resi- 
dent; some not sui juris, and some unknown 
such a proceeding was not practicable. I. 
therefore, talked with some of the sub- 
scribers and the bill came from that side and 
will be properly and fully answered. 
All facts, figures and everything about the 
property will be laid before the court in 
the answers of the home and fhe trustees. 

“All we want is help and authority to 
carry out the purpose of the subscribers 
as near as we can do it. The charter was 
modeled for building the home as was done 
and it restricts any other programme. 

“This, of course, is a lawsuit among 
friends who are all striving for the common 
purpose of doing the best we can for the 
old soldiers. 

“The trustees feel keenly the failure of the 
present plan, but Mr. Grady, who planned 
it, never dreamed that a legislature could be 
elected which would not take care of the 
home when it was built.”

Followed by Officers and a Crowd of 
Friends of the Young Lady—Stil 
at Liberty. 


In broad open daylight, on one of the 


frequented streets of the city a young lady 
Was attacked and Ynsulted by a black 
wretch yesterday afternoon about half past 
1 o’clock.* a, 

The young lady wah Miss Alice Sisk, the 
thirteen-year-old daughter of Rev. John 
Sisk, who lives at 161 Mangum street, this 
city. | 

She was re ing from school at the time 
and had just left a young lady companion. 
The scene of the attack was Hobo Hollow, 
that section of the city made notorious by 
the rendezvous of the famous Hobo queen, 
Jessie Bone, and her followers. | 

The young girl attends the Davis street 
school, and necessarily passes along à part 
of Rhodes street, the principal thorough- 
fare af Hobo Hollow, on her way home. 

She left the school yesterday afternoon 
as usual about a quarter past 1 o'clock. 
With her was a young lady who generally 
accompanies her to and from the school. 

A few blocks from the school the two 
parted, and Miss Sisk continued her jour- 
ney alone. At that time of day the street 
was about deserted and the gehool girl 
quickened her pace to get out of the unsav- 
ory locality. Near the intersection of Vine 
and Rhodes streets, a heavy built, brutal 
looking young negro came toward her, 

The big wretch walked straight up to her, 
and before she could spring aside or elude 
him in any way he caught her by the arm. 

He held her roughly, and began cursing 
her. Frightened half to death by the sud- 
denness and unexpectedness of the attack, 
she could“hot speak or cry for an instant. 
Then, summoning all her courage and 
— she sereamed as loudly as she 
could. 

The negro’s grasp on her arm tightened, 
and with an oath he cautioned her not to 
utter another sign at her peril. ; 

Still terribly frightened she continued to 
cry out. The locality roundabout the place 
where the attack occurred is mostly in- 
habited by negroes, and the horror of her 
situation caused the blood to run cold in 
the young girl’s veins. | 

She continued to shriek, and at the time 
when she had about given up in despair, 
and was making a last desperate effort to 
free herseif the negro suddenly loosened his 
hold upon her arm, and turning ran rapidly 
away. 

The school girl ran quite as rapidly in an 
opposite direction. She ran as fast as she 
could until her home was reached, and run- 
ning breathlessly inside, she related to her 
father what had occurred. 

Rev. Mr. Sisk. the father of the young 
lady, hurried off in search of an officer as 
soon as he heard her story. A few blocks 
away he found Patrolman Cochran, and 
hastily telling him of the attack upon his 
daughter, the two started in pursuit of the 
villain. 

As Patrolman Cochran and Mr. Sisk hur- 
ried along they met Mounted Officers Patter- 
son and Bethea, and the latter of- 
ficers joiiéd them in the search. 
Quite a crowd soon gathered, and 
in a few minutes was in hot, pursuit of the 
fleeing negro. 2 

They followed him as far as Magnolia 
street, where they learned from a party of 
school girls that he had been seen running 
along the street. They kept up the chase, 
but lost track of the negro.

JOHN M. ROBINSON DEAD. 


The President of the Seaboad Air-Line Car- 
ried Off Suddenly. 


John M. Robinson, president of the Sea- 
board Air-Line railroad system, died yester- 
day morning of pneumonia, at his home in 
Baltimore. 3 

Mr. Robinson was a frequent visitor to 
Atlanta. His railroad system_touches this 
city through the Georgia, Carolina and 
Mr. Robinson had great faith 
in the future of Atlanta, and contemplated 
extenstvè investments and improvements 
here. 

Captain Jobn Winder,superintendent of the 
Georgia, Carolina and Northern sta to 
go to Baltimore last week for a conference 
with the president, but on the way received 
a telegram stating that Mr. Robinson was 
ill at home and that the meeting was post- 

oned. 

n On Sunday the superintendent left for 
the north. having received a dispatch sayin 
that the president was better and woul 
confer with his general officers this week. 

Mr. Robinson’s illness was not understood 
to be serious last week, and the news ef 
his death, which came yesterday morning, 
Was a great surprise and shock to the offi- 
cials of the system here. A telegram from 
Portsmouth said that last night the city 
was in mourning. The steamers of the 
Bay Line and the ships of the Old Domin- 
ion Steamship Company, of which he was 
also president, had their flags at half mast. 
The engines on that end of the system were 
draped in mourning. 2 

Mr. Robinson held a high position amon 
transportation men. He was a high-ton 
gentleman, and when he made an agreement 
he kept it no matter the cost. His lines are 
probably more strict in maintaining traffic 
agreements with other roads than any line 
in the country. He had the confidence of 
the financiers, and had no trouble in manag- 
ing the finances of his properties, most of 
which are good dividend payers. e was 
extremely cautious in making extensions 
and usually made one line pay for the build- 
ing of another. 

Two years ago an effort was made to get 
Mr. Robinson to buy the Georgia. Southern 
and Florida, but after looking it over he 
decided not to purchase. Instead he push- 
ed his system down through South Carolina 
and Georgia to Atlanta. When sn@t out 
by the Georgia road, he ordered a belt 
line built, and this he was to follow up with 
an immense freight termina] at the foot of 
Spring street, 

Mr. Robinson was a fine looking man, of 
large physique and eommanding appear- 
ance. 


A Sketch of Nis Career. 
Baltimore, Md., February 14—J. M. 
Robinson, one of Baltimore's most promi- 
nent citizens died today at his home in this 
city. The deceased Was born in i 
delphia August 22, 1835, and was educated 
at the Virginia military institute. After 
graduation he entered Harv vard university, 
and took a course in civil engineering. 
When the war broke out he was made a 
colonel in the engincer corps of the confed- 
erate army. At the time of his death Mr. 
nson was president of the Seaboard 
Roanoke railroad, the Baltimore Steam 
acket Company, Ratei Gaston and 
Augusta railroad companies. Years ago he 
married Miss Conway, of Richmond, Va.

As it is now the garbage is hauled from 


the city to the dumping grounds west. of 
the city, where it is piled up, thrown into 
sinks and scattered for time to dispose of 
it. The board of health for several years 
past has been seeking some way out of the 
present situation and has been examining 
all the plans in vogue in other cities. In- 
cineration seemed to be the best plan the 
board could find, but it was not until this 
year that the board could secure the co-op- 
eration of the sanitary committee of the 
general council. 

Immediately after the organization of the 
present council the members of the board 
bad a conference with the sanitary commit- 
tee, composed of Mr. Shropshire chairman, 
Mr. Peters and Mr. Harralson. The mem- 
bers of the committee were quickly induced 
to see the necessity for some change in 
the plan and went te work with the board 
to bring about that change. Correspond- 
ence was reopened with those who were 
conversant with the incineration plan and 
a few days ago Dr. H. M. Moorman, of 
Philadelphia, who is one of the best posted 
men in the work in the country, with the 
members of che committee and board went 
over the dumping grounds yesterday after- 
Won, and when he had completed his in-

Of course, the work cannot be 
completed this year. In fact, it is doubtful 
if it can be started, beyond securing the 
promise of the work next year.“

| Governor Northen Comments the De- 


fenders of Sanford. 
JHEY SAVED HIM FROM THE MOB. 


Lynching Must Be Suppressed Says the 
Executive—He Is Proud of Solicitor 
Dick Russell. 


Governor Northen felt very good yester- 
day at the rescue of the negro, Marion 
Sanford, from the lynchers at Gainesville. 

“The officers and the eitizens who went 
to their assistance deserve the highest com- 
mendation from all the law-abiding citizens 
of the state,” said the governor, and he 
issued a proclamation praising them. 

Sanford was arrested charged with as 
saulting Miss Alice Sadburn. He was placed 
in jail Saturday night and a mob tried to 
get him out and lynch him. The prisoner 
was slipped out a back way and M. J. 
Charles and’ John W. Whelchel got him out 
and he was brought on to Atlanta for safe- 
keeping. 

The mob has threatened to kill Charles 
and Whelchel. 

“They must understand that they will 
have to keep the peace. If any violence is 
attempted against these men, the whole 
power of the executive will be given in their 
behalf and for their protection. Many of 
the mob are known and they will be prose- 
cuted vigorously. To encourage citizens to 
go to the aid of the officers when mobs be- 
set them 1 have issued this proclamation.”

Whereas, It has been shown to me that, on 
the night of the llth instant, in the city of 
Gainesville, a criminal assault was made upon 
Miss Alice Shadburn by Marion Sanford, and 
that said Sanford was, by Policeman Latham, 
promptly arrested and lodged in jail; and 

Whereas, On the night of the lith an angry 
mob, numbering several hundred citizens, 
gathered about the jail and demanded the 
surrender of the prisoner, who, with com- 
mendable caution, had been previously re 
moved therefrom; and 

Whereas, By the brave conduct of a few 
law- abiding citizens acting in concert with 
the officers of the law, the disgrace of another 
lynching in this land of law and order has 
been averted. 

Now, therefore, it is deemed proper that 
public’ expression of commendation should be 
given of the high courage displayed by Messrs, 
M. J. Charles and John W. Whelchel in re- 
moving said Sanford to a place of safety, so 
that, after the subsidence of excitement his 
legal rights may be judicially ascertained, aad, 
if fcund guilty, proper punishment may be 
legally inflicted upon him 

Adequate praise should, also, be awarded 
to the officers of the law, as well as all those 
patriotic and law- abiding men who resolutely 
stood by the great bulwark of social order 
and sternly set their faces against the un- 


king of human life.

“The laws of the state are ample for the 
protection of the people. The courts are 
open for conviction, and the executive 
stands ready at all times to enforce the 
judgments of the courts against lawlessness 
and violence of any and all kinds. The 
killing of a citizen by a mob is deliberate 
murder, and the perpetrators of the crime 
should suffer, at the hands of the court, 

the proper penalty. Lynching is cruel, 
brutal and barbarous. I now call upon the 
people of this state to, in the name of law 
and order, to respond promptly to the sum- 
mons of the officers of the law for the pro- 
tection of citizens whose lives may_ be 
threatened by a mob. We cannot afford in 
any. case, however aggravated, to justify 
the defiance of the law.” 

These words were used by the governor 
in a proclamation which he issued last year 
on lynching, and when he announced that 
it was his intention to suppress it if in his 

wer. In the May previous three men had 

n taken from the jail of Habersham 
county and lynched. They had not had even 
a preliminary trial, and the outrage in- 
censed the governor. He received hearty 
commendation from all over the state on 
his proclamation, and since then the afficers 
have either been more vigilant or the people 
of the state have been more law abiding, 
for lynchings have been fewer than they 
were before. Just after that first proclama- 
tion, a negro was arrested in Alabama for 
a crime which he was supposed to have 
committed in Georgia. The crowd heard of 
his arrest and prepared to lynch him on his 
arrival. Governor Northen learned of the 
mob’s intention and wired the sheriff to 
bring him to Atlanta. This was done and 
the negro, whose name was Henry, was 
taken to the governor's office. Henry de- 
clared that he was innocent, and it was 
found later that he was not the guilty per- 
son. But the mob believed that he was and 
were going to make short work of him. 

A lynching was prevented recently in 
Americus and another, a few days ago, in 
Eastman. Several other instances have oc- 
curred, all of which go to show that the 
governor’s efforts to suppress lynching have 
been in a measure successful. 

The governor spoke in high praise of So- 
licitor Dick Russell, who defended Sanford 
at Flowery Branch on his way to Atlanta. 

If the members of the mob do not hide 
out or make themselves scarce they will 
find themselves in Jail, and that shortly.
